Severity: 10% resulted in serious or fatal injuries

Description: The bicyclist struck a motor
vehicle parked within the roadway right-of-way.  

Summary: In comparison to all crashes, this
crash was more likely to involve young adult
(age 20 to 24) and adult (age 25 to 44) bicyclists.
Almost 90 percent occurred in urban areas.

The motor vehicle was in a marked parking lane 
in 19 percent of the crashes, an unmarked
parking “lane” 64 percent, on the shoulder 7
percent, in a bike lane 9 percent, and in the travel
lane 1 percent.

Some type of road/environmental contributing
factor such as weather, vision obstruction, glare,
etc. was noted in 39 percent of these events.

These crashes tended to be less severe than the
average. There were no fatalities.
